Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative says essentially that the references 
dealing with yellowing of polyesters do not address yellowing in polyurethanes, use too high of temperatures, and/or do 
not specify the instantly claimed Ti amounts. The examiner again notes polyester urethanes are made by reacting 
polyesters, made by some process, with polyisocyanates. The examiner's position is that it would be expected that the 
yellowing of the prior art attributable to Ti would be expected in the products of the prior art containing ester and 
urethane groups. Though the examiner notes that there is some doubt of obviousness created when so many 
references are combined, several of the references seem to establish that Ti gives yellowing to polyesters generically. 
The examiner will reconsider the rejection in light of the applicant's representative's arguments in any event. The 
examiner asks if there is any evidence that the transesterification catalysts of the prior art would be detrimental to the 
piperidinyl succinate of the instant claims. The applicant's representative stated that the applicants would have to be 
consulted on this issue. The examiner feels that appropriate evidence about this issue might more easily overcome the 
rejection. . 
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
